REMARKS

are amended to depend from claim 52, rather thai) canceled claim 51. And, claim 70 is amended, 
pursuant to a Section 1 12 rejection, to depend from claim 69. As a result, applicant submits that 
the pending claims are in obvious condition for allowance and requests respectfully that the 
Examiner withdraw any remaining rejections.
